Yugoslavs into an all-out attack, 
and Turkey was reported likely to 
move into war at the Allies’ invas- 
fon signal. 

Marshal Tito’s order of the day 
called for a decisive assault “par- 
ticularly now when the last blow 
of the Red army and Angio- r 
ican Allied troops is approaching,” 
and his communique announced 
capture of an enemy base in Dal- 
matia and hard blows along the 
whole Nazi line.

of the largest railroad centres 
through-which the Germans are 
shuttling their forces to meet the 
impending Allied invasion

Reich was free of enemy planes 
and one hour later broadcast that 
“single enemy planes were ap- 
proaching"—apparently on ‘recon- 
naissance missions. . 

In the rail-centre attacks last 
night some 500 night bombers 
smashed the trapped yards 16 miles 
outside Paris, Tergnier 


miles southwest of Patis. Eight 
British planes failed to retum from 
the Operations, which included 
mine-laying in enemy waters, the 
Air Ministry announced. 

Probably 2,240 tons of bombs 
were dropped in the night attacks. 

Hallfaxes and Wellingtons of the 
Mediterranean Allied Air Force 
bombed railroad tow tracks by the 
Danube river's tron gate canal on 
the Romania-Yugoslavia border 
last night. 

Some Planes Over Britain 

After a one-night interval the 
Germans again sent planes against

the German foray and only slight 
damage was caused.

Tank Repair Men Perform Heroic 
Work in Battle of Gustav Line

With the 8th Army in Italy, June 
1,.4CP)—The Canadian Tank 
regiments that fought in the battle 
of the Gustav Line came out of It 
with more tanks than they had at 
the start. 

Behind that achievement are the 
men of the Royal Canadian me- 
chanical and electrical engineers. In 
those hectic hours and days when 
the Rapido River bridgehead was 
a thing of dublous strength they 
fought a war of recovery and |re- 
pair that never slackened under the 
heaviest fire. 

Lloyd Patton of Edmonton, was 
one of those men, He is a cap- 
tain, the regimental electrical and 
mechanical engineer of an Ontario 
armored regiment. He commands 
the unit's light aid detachment, 

Ontario tanks -had crossed a 
Bailey Bridge that morning of 
May 12 and one after one they be- 
came mired in the mud on the far 
side. The squadron commander 
took one look and reported that 
things were too hot for recovery. 

But Capt. Patton went down and 
he didn’t come back for hours. 
Between 1} p.m. and 8 pm. he di- 
rected the three recovery tanks at 
his disposal iA an opération that 
put 14 of a floundering 20 back into 
an action that vitally needed them. 

A 15th was struck by a shell and 
burst into flames. Patton's men 
tried te beat out the fire, failed 
and dumped the Sherman into the 
Rapido, It was recovered

A 16th was struck by a shell and 
was a total loss. The other four 
were recovered the next day by

Fly 168,000 Sorties in Menth. 

The operations yesterday provided 
a thunderous-finale for the month 
of May, which saw Allied planes fly 
& record-breaking 148,000 sorties. 

United States bombers and their 
fighter escorts fying from British 
bases destroyed 806 enemy aircraft 
during the month. This was a re- 
cord, the previous high monthly 
kill being 784 In October, 1943. A 
total of 287 American heavy bomb- 
ers and 153 fighters were lost in 
May. The latter exceeded by seven 
the previous all-time high of 146 
lost in April. 

Heavy bombers of the U.S. 8th 
air force made 12,000 individual 
sorties during the past month and 
fighters of the 8th and 9th alr 
forces made 16,000 additional sor- 
ties in escorting them. 

R. A. FP. heavy bombers were es- 
timated to have flown 10,000 sorties 
frcem Britain, losing 263 planes. 
Additional thousands of sorties were 
flown by tactical planes of the 
Allied expeditionary air force. - 

While the record of the. Mediter- 
ranean air force's activities last 
month are not complete here, it is 
known to have flown more than 
45,000 sorties with all types of 
planes, losing at least 171 and de- 
stroying at least 176 Nazi aircraft.

The Russians attacked at dawn 
yesterday, smashing enemy pillboxe 
es and trenches with artillery fire. 
After the barrage only granite tank 
barriers remained intact. 

Chased Out of Fortress 

Red Army infantry chased the 
survivors out of the fortifications, 
took the villages of Murila and Illa- 
kirlola and pushed two more miles 
beyond the line until checked by 
tire from Kolvicté fort. 

Warships of the Red Baltic fleet 
promptly shelled Kolvisjo island 
and the mainland fort. ‘ 

The Russians were reported ad- 
vancing up Vilpuri Bay, with infan- 
try moving in trucks and artillery 
towed by tractors pressing closely 
on the heels of the Finns.

Generally, Britons seem to feel 
that if Hitler is ‘laughing at what 
he belleves is British terror, the tast 
laugh definitely will be with Bri- 
tain, because it is generally agreed 
he is wasting his time if this wea- 
pon fs supposed to win the war for 
him. Buzz-bombs are nothing like 
as bad or even the picket biltz of 
London -early this year. 

Purely Mental Advantage 

Uf there is any advantage in us- 
ing a crewless, bomb-carrying plane 
it is purely a mental one. The 
uncanniness of a crewless bomber 
seems a bit upsetting to people who 
expected to get bombed once the se- 
cond front opened and who devel- 
oped a mental] and physical defence 
against regular bombers to # high 
degree.

Ottawa, June 19—(CP)— Casual- 
ties suffered by the Canadian army 
from the outbreak of war to April 
30 totalled 18,390, it was disclosed 
today by the Wartime Information 
Board in its monthly, publication 


of|“Canada at war.” 


The last official total, announc- 
ed hy Defence Headquarters April 
25, covered a period up to Feb. 29 
and was given as 16,768, 

The new tabulation showed 6,133 
dead, 381 missing, 3,651 prisoners 
of war and 8,225 wounded. 

The prisoner total does not in- 
clude 55 men who have been re- 
patriated or escaped. 

The dead total includes officers 
and men who have been killed in 
action, died of wounds, died of in- 
juries, died while prisoners, pre- 
sumed dead and died of natural 


causes.

Ottawa, June 31 — (CP) — Every 
‘possible gallon of gasoline must be 
congerved if Canada's position with 
Tespect to gasoline and fuel oil 1s 
not to deteriorate to the point of 
further curtailment of civilian con- 
sumption, Munitions Minister Howe 
said in the House of Commons yes- 
terday.

Rome, June 21 — (AP)—British 
8th Army veterans have hurled the 
last stubborn Nazi defenders out of 
Perugia, communications hub 8 
miles north of Rome, and advanced 
some four riiles north of the city, 
Allied headquarters said today.

Tanks Played Big Part in Advance {10,000 More Students 


Of Canadians on Normandy Front

With the Canadian Tanks in 
France, June 21 —(CP Cable)— 
Some of the most bitter tank 
actions in the Canadian sector of 
the Normandy battlefront have 
been fought by a unit which oper- 
ated with the crack Western In- 
fantry Brigade of the Canadian 3rd 
Division in a dramatic thrust from

SUll Greater Raids 

Opening of the new Britain- 
to-Russia shuttle ruuie brought 
with it the prospect of still greater 
raids against Germany. 

A shuttle operations already has 
been established between the U.S. 
SR. and Allied bases in Italy, and 
the new use of eastern bases by 
British-based aircraft multiplies the 
possibilities for bewildering, co-or- 
dinated air attacks against the 
Reich. 

The Russian terminal also will 
give additional help in beating the 
weather's intermittent interruption 
of operations. Attacking forces op- 
erating from. British, Mediterrane- 
an and Russian bases .can cover 
virtually all of Germany and most 
of its occupied territory. 

The raid yesterday was the Am- 
ericans’ 12th on lamlin. It cost 43 
U. 8. bombers and 15 fighters. 49 
German fighters were knocked 
down, 20 by the fighters and 29 by 
the bombers’ guns. 

It was revealed that American 
fighter planes now based jn France 
are equipped to carry 2,000 pounds 
of bombs across the front lines in 
short-range operations supporting 
the ground troops. 

In place of auxiliary fuel tanks 
the fighters carry a 1,000-pound 
bomb under each wing.

Member of ‘Hasty Pees’

The platoon of Hastings and 
Prince Edward Regiment infantry 
wound slowly through a rocky Ital- 
fan defile.

U.S. Lend-Lease. 
With Soviet Union 
Undergoes Change 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 
Associated Press Staff Writer 
‘Washington, June 26—(AP)—Am- 
erican lend-lease officials are al- 
ready tackling the problem of how 
to help Russia rebuild and expand 
billions of dollars worth of shatter 
ed industrial plants, with the re- 
sult that lend-lease to that country 
is undergoing a profound change in 
preparation for peacetime commer- 

cial trade. : 

The change is reported part of & 
broad plan for assisting Russian 
reconstruction and simultancously 
Helping maintain a high level of 
employment in the United States 
during the transition from war to 
peace production here. Soviet offi- 
clals are understood to have the 
plan under consideration. 

Its central provision is that lend- 
lease shipment must stop promptly 
with the end of the war but that 
materials useful In peacetime pur- 
sults—electric generators, for in- 
stance—will be shipped just as if 
lend-lease were continulng, except 
they will go on credit. 

Geing Out on Credit. “A 

Meanwhile the principle ts being 
applied to lend-lease shipments in 
advance of any general agreement 
and before the war ends. As a re- 
sult long-life equipment like elec- 
tric generators, which is shipped be- 
fore the war ends but will be main- 
ly useful afterward, is golng out on 
credit. 

Economic authorities here con- 
tend that one result of this system 
would be to prevent a war-end pro- 
duction slump in a great variety of 
lend-lease equipment, 

One estimate here is that in the 
early post-war years the Russians 
will be able to taxe in close to 
$4,000,000,000 worth of imports for 
reconstruction of their plants, pow- 
erhouses, transportation services 
and the like. Most of this would 
come from the United States. 

Eric Johnston, President of the 
United States Chamber of . Com- 
merce, sald in Russia few 
days ago that Soviet purchases from 
the United States would run into 
billions. Part of his purpose in 
going to the Soviet Union ts to get 
some idea of what Russia wants to 
buy.

INTEREST RATES CUT 


Ottawa, June 27. (CP)— Finance 
Minister Isley, reporting an incresse 
Of $2,650,421,000 in Canada’s net, dedt 
in his dudget speech Monday night, 
expressed confidence in the ability 
of the Dominion to carry her 
mounting debt. 

“During the war period the fund- 
ed debt has increased slightly more 





than times compared with 
an increasé of seven times under less 


favorable financial and economic 
conditions in the First Great war”, 
he said. 

Interest rates had been cut and 
the proportion of the debt held 
outside Canada sharply reduced. 

Gross unmatured funded debt at 
the close of the 1934-44 fiscal year 
was estimated at $10,009,491,000, }ér. 
Tisley said, 5 

Other ladllities amounting to $1.- 
841,097,000 brought the gross labile 
ities of the country to’ $12,530,583,- 
000. Against this were active assets 
of $3,683,318, leaving a net debt of 
$8,842,270,000 which was an in- 
crease of $2,659,421,000 for the year— 

the emount of the estimated budget- 
ary deficit. 

Mr, Iisley said he was aware that 
from time to time concern was ¢x- 
pressed over the growing size of 
the national debt. The amount 
of the increase was. determined 
chiefly by war expenditures and 
there were other factors which had 
an important bearing. 

“In the five years from 1914 to 
1919, the debt of that day\has in- 
creased nearly seven times, but be- 
cause the average rate had risen 
from 3.579 to 5.023 per cent the 
annual interest. charges had risen 
more than nine times”, he sald. 

In addition about one-third of the 
debt was held outside Canada and 
commodity prices which had more 
than doubled were about to fall. 

“In the past five years, while the 
funded debt has increased slightly 
more than three times, the average 
rate of interest has declined from 
3.52 to 2.57 per cent and the an- 
nual interest charges have risen 2 
1-4 tlmes”, he sald.

Oxygen Lessens Reactions From 
Electric Shock Treatments. 


While deaths from the shock 
treatments of mental disease are 
rare, nevertheless there occur & 
number of reactions that make the 
patient greatly dislike ‘or fear con- 
tinuing shock treatment which may 
require many treatments to obtaln 
results or learn definitely that the 
shock treatment will not help the 
patient. Some of these reactions 
are headaches, nausea and vomiting. 
and: mental confusion. There may 
occur also sprains and broken 
bones. 

Of the various forms of shock 
treatment—insulin, metrazol, and 
electric—the electric appears to give 
fewest reactions and Is over in less 
time so that patients who have 
tried the various methods usually 
prefer the electric shock method. 

In the Journal of Nervous and 
Mental Disease, Dr. Anne Holo- 
yachka reviews observations on 178 
electro-shock treatments without 
use of oxygen and 125 cases in 
which oxygen was given. A mask 
was held over the nose the instant 
the current was sent into the elec- 
trodes. The oxygen was maintained 
at 8 Iters (quarts) per minute 
unl cy jueness of skin 
disappeared. which did not usually 
Yast longer than four minutes.

Dr. Holovachka states that even
